An  Ever¬ 
green  must  not  have  its  roots  exp  sed  to  the  sun  or 
wind  not  even  a  minute.  For  this  reason  large  sized 
trees  are  dug  with  a  ball  of  dirt  left  with  the  roots 
and  a  burlap  cloth  sewed  tightly  about  it.  On  smaller 
sizes  of  trees  we  are  able  to  mud  the  roots  heavily 
and  cover  writh  wet  moss  and  cloth. 

Remember  that  time  is  an  important  item  in  the 
production  of  Evergreens,  viz.,  five  to  ten  years.  The 
intrinsic  value  of  Evergreens,  as  grown  and  sold  by 
the  nursery,  is  reckoned  on  the  time  and  labor  to 
produce  it,  and  its  life  and  value  as  received  by  the 
planter.  Some  varieties  can  be  grown  quicker  and 
hence  sold  cheaper  and  so  that  you  may  be  able  to 
judge  for  yourself  between  size  and  varieties  and 
g;t  nice  small  sized  evergreens.  Drive  to  the  nursery 
and  select  them  Have  them  fresh  dug,  and  we  will 
give  full  instructions  as  to  planting  and  care.
